S.O. 142(E). —Whereas the Central Government is of opinion that it is necessary to 
appoint a Commission of Inquiry for the purpose of making an inquiry into a definite 
matter of public importance, namely, the accident involving collapse of the roof slab of 
a portion of the auditorium in the Indian Military Academy Complex, Dehra Dun, on the 
5th February, 1976; 

Now, therefore, in exercise of the poweis conferred by section 3 of the Commis¬ 
sions of Inquiry Act, 1952 (60 of 1952) (hereinafter referred to as the said Act), the 
Central Government hereby appoints a Commission i)f Inquiry consisting of the following

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2. The Commission will have the following terms of reference, namely:— 

(1) to find out the causes of the accident referred to above and suggest measures 

to avoid recurrence of the> same, in future; 

(2) to pin-point the area of negligence and identify the persons responsible for the 

same. 

3. The Commission shall submit its report to the Central Government as soon as 
possible but not later than the 31st May, 1976. 

4. The Central Government, being of opinion that having regard to the nature of the 
inquiry to be made by the said Commission and other circumstances of the case all the 
provisions of sub-section (2), sub-section (3), sub-section (4) and sub-section (5) of section 
5 of the said Act, should be made applicable to the Commission, hereby directs, under 
sub-section (1) of the said section 5, that all the said provisions shall apply to the said 
Commission.
